71 MINERS TIPPED 
WN SUAFT, CUT OF 
BY SHEET OF FIRE 


Rescuers in Blast-Torn 
Mine Forced to Halt 
Efforts to Save. 


HOPE FOR ENTOMBED 
MEN FELT BY CHIEF 


Air Below 500-Foot Level Is 
Full of Gas and Smoke; 
16 Dead by Explosion. 


Fairmont, W. Va., May 1 (By A. P.). 
The fate of 77 miners, entombed in 
the Everettsville mine for 24. hours, 
was urdetermined tonight as rescue 
crews worked frantically to extinguish 
a fire in the blast-torn tunnels. 

All rescue work was suspended today 
while mining experts fought the 
flames. 

The known dead numbered sixteen, 
and rescue leaders feared that when 
they conquered the blaze and reached 
the trapped men they, too, will be add- 
ed to the list of fatalities. Nine in- 
jured men were in hospitals here, one 
in a critical condition. 

Officials of the New England Fuel & 
Transportation Co., owner of the slope, 
said late today that fire had been 
burning in the workings since last 
night. 

During the day many bags of cement 
and other building materials were taken 
into the drift mouth, This led to 
the general belief that the burning 
section of the mine was to be sealed 
off. 

Hope for Entombed Men. 


Rescue workers penetrating the mine 
late tonight encountered difficulties 
that indicated they would not reach 
the trapped miners until some time 
tomorrow. 

R. M. Lambie, chief of the West 
Virginia department of mines, said 
rescue crews were being badly ham- 
pered by an extensive fire raging in 
the mine. The rescue crews, he said, 
had penetrated the mine for 3,000 feet, 
or about 700 feet from where it is be- 
lieved the 77 men were trapped in 
the third south entry. There was little 
chance, he said, that the men could 
be reached until tomorrow. 

Chief Lambie, however, gave the first 
word of hope that some of the men at 
least may be found alive. 

“There is a hope,” he said, “that 
some of the men are in the north 
entry or on the opposite side of the 
mine entry from the fire area. If this 
is true there is a possibility that they 
might be found alive.” 

Seven of the known dead were 
brought out of the mine late Jast night. 
These men, at work near the entry, 
were within 500 feet of the mine mouth 
when rescuers came upon them. Four 
others in this crew were alive, but they 
died shortly after reaching the surface. 
Two men were killed outright as the 
sheet of flame swept through the tip- 
ple, and two others, burned at the 
same time, died in a hospital. 


Air Heavy With Gas. 


From the time the explosion oc- 
curred until early this morning the 
helmeted rescue crews rushed their 
way forward. They found the danger 
mark at 500 feet from the mouth. 
Here the good air gave way to gas and 
smoke. The helmetmen went forward 
and succeeded in reaching a point 
some 2,000 feet in, about half way to 
the place where it was believed the 
76 trapped men were working. Here 
they learned the mine was afire, and 
they retreated to advise those in charge. 
The experts ordered all rescue men to 
the surface and the available forces 
were used in the fight against the fire. 

A bright sunshine flooded the little 
ravine today where the black mine 
mouth leads back into the hills. State 
troopers had the situation in hand, 
keeping the hundreds of spectators 
who visited the scene from getting 
im the way of the rescue crews. Out- 
side the roped area stood a gathering 
of men, women and children, relatives 
of the missing men. They had no word 
to say, standing mute and watching 
intently the activities about the mine 
mouth. 

Most of the bodies recovered from the 
workings bore evidence of the great 
force of the explosion. They were 
burned and mangled. These victims, 
working within 500 feet of the entry, 
were caught in the sheet of flame 
sweeping to the surface. It was not 
known whether the explosion traveled 
back into the mine. Experts said that 
if the blast went in both directions 
it surely claimed the lives of all the 
men in the rear. 

Two sections of the mine were known 
to be slightly gaseous, but as a whole 
the workings were reported safe. The 
miners used closed safety lamps and 
the tunnels and working rooms were 
thoroughly rock-dusted to pervent a 
spread of an explosion. The fact that 
the blast did spread caused officials to 
believe it was a gas and not a coal- 
dust explosion. 


Only Two Dead Identified. 


 Only'two of the dead had been iden- 
tified tonight. They were Harold Davis 
‘and Virgil Straight. No attempt will be 
“made to identify the other bodies un- 
til later.

Chicago, May 1 (By A. P.)—Strict 
rules for the conduct of the 2,000 
women students at Northwestern 
university were promulgated today 
by the Women’s Self-Government 
association.

Seniors 
may not stay out after 10:30, others 
after 10, and freshmen may go out 
onl on Fridays, Saturdays and Sun- 
days. No girl may go out without 
permission and each must tell where 
she is going. 

No recommendation is made re- 
garding rules against smoking. 

“We do not consider such a rule 
necessary,” said Ruth Arnold, vice 
president of the association.

Heiress to Shedd $15,000,000 
to Be Held for $1,000,000, 
Say Chicago Police. 


RIFLEMEN GUARD CHILD 


Chicago, May 1 (By A. P.).—Henry 
“Midget” Fernekes, notorious gunman, 
recently removed from the Cook county 
jail where he awaited a sentence of 
death, to Joliet penitentiary, engineered 
an unsuccessful plot to kidnap an 11- 
year-old girl heiress to a $15,000,000 
estate and hold her for a cash ransom 
of $1,000,000, authorities revealed to- 
night. 

The intended victim was Jean 
Schweppe, daughter of Charles H. 
Schweppe, wealthy bond broker, and 
granddaughter of John G. Shedd, late 
president of Marshall Field & Co. The 
girl and a younger brother are heirs to 
part of the $15,000,000 Shedd estate. 

“Midget,” wanted in New York on 
murder charges and in other States for 
bank robberies, was convicted of mur- 
der and ‘held in jail here for months 
awaiting execution. Recently he re- 
ceived. a new trial from the State su- 
preme court and was removed to Joliet 
penitentiary, pending trial, to serve 
part of a ten-year sentence for robbery. 

The Schweppe home in the exclusive 
North Shore suburb of Lake Forest has 
been under the vigilant guard of two 
dozen detectives for a week. Tonight 
eight men armed with shotguns and 
rifies patrolled.the estate and mansion 
and even maintained a vigilant watch 
on the waterfront, fearing an attempt 
might be made to kidnap the child 
by approach from Lake Michigan. The 
plot to kidnap the little heiress was be- 
lieved to have been hatched in the 
Cook county jail while Fernekes was 
an inmate. 

Fernekes, unable to assume active 
command of the kidnaping, used as 
his right-hand man a Chicago gunman, 
once confined in murderers’ row with 
him, authorities said. He entrusted to 
this man the details of the amazing 
conspiracy. 

A Chicago detective accidentally un- 
covered the kidnaping plot. 


4 Killed, 2 Injured 
At Grade Crossing 


Fostoria, Ohio, May 1 (By A. P.).— 
Four persons were killed and two in- 
jured here today when a New York 
Central freight train demolished an 
automobile at a grade crossing. A. D. 
Mitchell, 60; his wife, Mrs A. D. Mitch- 
ell, 58; Mrs. Pauline Mitchell, 30, and 
her 8-month-old daughter were killed. 

The engineer, C. F. Hotten, was se- 
verely burned when the gas tank ex- 
ploded. Paul Mitchell, driver of the 
car, received minor injuries. 


ARTIST DIES TRYING 
TO SAVE PORTRAITS 


Uncle of Gloria Swanson Is 
Found Dead After Fire 
Destroys Studio. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, May 1.—Trying to save 
his own images of his better known 
niece, Charles W. Svensson, uncle of 
Gloria Swanson, who found satisfaction 
rather than gold in his art, was burned 
to death in his studio workshop early 
today. Dramatic rescues, narrow 
escapes from death and the furious in- 
tensity of the flames featured the fire 
in which Svensson, 42 years old, and a 
respected painter, perished in an old- 
fashioned fire-trap type of studio build- 
ing. 

Seven others were injured, although 
it took flames only 30 minutes to de- 
vour the inner structure of the build- 
ing. 

The policemen, fighting through de- 
bris despite injuries, found Svensson’s 
charred body with arms outstretched— 
pointing to the ree of Gloria he 
tried to reach. 

When here, Gloria Swanson, whose 
name was Svensson before she went 
into the movies, often ‘visited her ideal- 
istic painter uncle. 

Miss Swanson, in Hollywood, with her 
husband, was informed of her uncle’s 
death tonight.

TAX COLLECTIONS 


Increase Noted in First 
Nine Months of 1927 
Fiscal Year. 


MISCELLANEOUS LEVY 
FALLS $212,032,893 


Net Increase in Returns To- 
tals $15,187,684, Despite 
Higher Predictions. 


Income taxes collected during the 
first nine months of the fiscal year 
1927 showed an increase of $227,220,- 
577.95 over the corresponding period 
of the previous year, while miscellan- 
eous tax collections fell off to the ex- 
tent of $212,032,893.64. The net in- 
crease in all tax collections amounted 
to only $15,187,684.31, or considerably 
less than was anticipated in advance 
of the March income tax paymente. 
Figures for the nine months ended 
March 31,.as announced yesterday by 
the internal revenue bureau, show 
total tax receipts of $2.128,057,864.75, 
as compared with $2,112,870,180.44 in 
the samé nine months of the fiscal 
year 1926. 

Of the total taxes collected in the 
first nine months of the present fiscal 
year $1,647,256,895,32 consisted of in- 
come taxes and §480,800,969.43 miscel- 
laneous taxes. A year ago the totals 
were $1,420,036,317.37 and #$692,833,- 
863.07, respectively. 

Income taxes collected during the 
nine-month period of the present year 
included $973,243,068.28 from the ‘tax 
on corporation earnings and $674,013,< 
827.04 from individyal ificome taxes. 
The corporation tak receipts showed an 
increase of $183,058,851.61, a consider- 
able part of which was accounted for 
by the increase of 12'4 to 1314 per cent 
in the tax rate. Individual income tax 
receipts increased by $44,161,826.34 from 
last year’s. total of $629,852,100;70, 
despite a marked reduction in tax rates. 
Increased prosperity, according to in- 
ternal revenue bureau officials, more 
than offset the tax reductions of the 
1926 law. 

New York Incomes ry 


On the basis of the revenues of the 
nine-month period, corporation and in- 
dividual income taxes for the entire 
fiscal year 1927 should: amount to close 
to $2,200,000,000, which would be an 
increase Of about $225,000,000 over the 
$195,000,000 total of the fiscal year 1926. 

New York B8tate led in total income 
and miscellaneous taxes collected dur- 
ing the nine months of the fiscal year 
1927 with $550;162,022.09.

BATTLESHIP HAULED

Colorado’s Ammunition and 
Other Stores Removed 
Before She Floats. 


New York, May 1 (By A. P.).—The 
battleship Colorado, stuck on Diamond 
reef just off the battery since Satur- 
day morning, was floated at 8:25 o’clock 
tonight.

Trades Union Bill and 
China Prove Issues at 
Big Meetings. 

APPEALS FOR SACCO 
MADE ON BANNERS 


Celebration Passes Quietly in 
Most European Cities; 
Berlin Sees Clashes. 


London, May 1 (By A. P.).—The 
Chinese situation and the conservative 
government’s trade union bill, aimed 
at preventing strikes, gave the British 
May day demonstrations two very live 
issues. From 2,000 platforms through- 
out Great Britain today, labor, socialist 
and communist speakers, denounced the 
effort of the government to “shackle” 
labor, and parades in many cities car- 
ried banners demanding “hands off 
labor,” and “hands off China.” 

Scores of demonstrations were held 
in the London area, but the chief 
parade was along the Embankment, 
through Trafalgar square, Piccadilly 
and Oxford street to Hyde park, which 
was crowded with spectators wearing 
red carnations, — 

The procession was made up of thou- 
sands of paraders and scores of floats, 
carryalls and motor trucks, carrying 
Sunday school children and women 
and children’of various other organiza- 
tions, dressed chiefly in red. There 
was a great variety of banners, denounc- 
ing capitalism and the Baldwin govern- 
ment. 

“Save Sacco and Vanzetti From the 
Electric Chair” appeared on several of 
the. bannets, “Help China to Smash 
Baldwin,” “All Power to Our Friends 
the Chinese Laborers,” were - other 
slogans prominently displayed. 

Fascisti Also Meet. 


The brilliant red colors were even 
brighter in the sunshine of a perfect, 
day. which attracted. half of central 
‘London's population ‘to Hyde park and. 
along the line of march.

London, May 1 (By A. P.).—The cot- 
tage at Shallow Ford, near Stafford, the 
home 250 years ago of Izaak Walton, 
British writer whose fame has come 
down over the years as the author of 
“The Compleat Angler” was destroyed 
by fire today. A flying spark settling on 
the thatched roof of the old structure 
started the fire. All objects of historic 
interest were removed safely. 

The ‘cottage had been restored and 
converted into a museum three years 
ago, largely through the ald of Ameri- 
can subscriptions.

Many in Precarious State 


Refuse Assistance Offers 


Refugees Have Food Cached on Imperiled Levees or 
Are on Housetops, but Still Decline All Aid; 
Buildings Are Carried Away. . 


Memphis, Tenn., May 1 (By A.,.P:).— 
The bright blue sky of May day reared 
its arch over sceneg of desolation 
through wide stretches of the Mis- 
sissippi valley today, but lacking 2 
propitious omen to more than 200.000 
inhabitants of the fertile garden lands 
of the great delta region. 

Exiled from their homes and fields 
which have. been inundated by the un- 
precedented floods pouring from a 


dozen gaps in the protective levees, 


these thousands had no share in the 
customary joyous cele--ition of the 
day. | 
The old custom of the May pole dance 
was lost in scenes of swirling waters, 
or vast concentration camps that 
housed the homeless people, while 
through two great inland seas in Mis- 
Sissippi and in Arkansas and northern 
Louisiana thousands fled the advanting 


wave or boats rescued them from their 
dangerous perches. 

With the dikes crumbling before the 
onslaught of the Mississippi river in 
several places in Louisiana, the Arkansas 
river widened its breaches on the South 
Bend on Pendleton gaps and the Yazoo 
river pushed back ramparts on the 
eastern shore of the great delta lake 
in Mississippi. 

Refusal of many inhabitants to quit 
their menaced dwellings made the work 
of relief forces hard, Particularly was 
this true in southeastern Arkansas 
where many persons, their food sup- 
plies cached on dangerous levees, or 
housetops, decline to receive assistance, 
although they were in great danger. 

The slowly rising waters increased 
their depth today in the streets of 
McGehee, Dumas, Tillar and Gould,

But if the storm was unforseen when 
the bill was drafted, the ministers now 
fully realize the strength of the forces 
opposing it, ani already before the: de- 
bate has begun they have found it ad- 
visable to yield the first battle to their 
opponents by making the bill applicable 
to employers enforcing lockouts, as 
well as against workers resorting to 
the strike weapon. 

There are not wanting candid 
friends in the conservative press to 
warn the government that it has made 
the mistake of making the provisions 
of the bill too drastic, thereby forcing 
a bitter class war and welding the

Further Dynamiting Is Done 
in Hopes of Lowering the 
Level at New Orleans. 


New Orleans, May 1. (By A. P.) = 
Louisiana today began feeling the full 
force of the floods which have devas- 
tated more than 10,000 square miles of 
territory and a score of towns in Ar- 
kansas, Mississippi and other valley 
States to the north. 

Breaking through the protecting 
levees at four places south of Vidalia, 
the rushing Mississippi torrent was 
completing the inundation of Concor- 
dia parish with prospects that it would 
overflow most of Catahoula, northern 
Avoyelles and the low parts of La Salle 
and eastern Rapides parishes. 

The threatened territory .comprises 
about 3,100 square miles with a popu- 
lation of 70,000 people and a property 
value of more than $30,000,000. 

While the main river flood water was 
claiming this new area, the overflow 
from the Arkansas river was spreading 
over southeastern Arkansas and the 
flow from. the’ Stops Landing break 
above Greenville was widening over the 
Mississippi delta, adding hourly to the 
number of homeless and swelling the 
gigantic property loss. 

Hundreds of Lives Endangered. 


The flood from the new breaks south 
of Vidalia endangered the lives of hun-. 
dreds who had clung to their homes 
in spite of the backwaters from the 
Black river, which had spread over that 
territory. 

The four crevasses created by the 
river near the Glasscock levee came um- 
expectedly and at a time when the en- 
gineers had abotit won their fight to 


in the dyke at that. place.

from 150 to 200 yards wide, the raging —

Cecil W. Clardy, 23 years old, of 
Cheyenne, Wyo., shot himself dead 
on the porch of the home of Miss Myr- 
tle Becker, 103 Warren avenue, Aurora 
Hills, Va., after he had been refused 
entrance to the home yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Clardy, according to county officers, 
rang the door bell twice. Receiving 


‘| mo response, it was said, he pulled out 


an automatic 32-caliber pistol and shot 
himself through the right temple. 
Afterward e note was found which 


had been pushed under the front door. 
It was addressed to Mrs. Olive Cain, 
35 years. old, also of Cheyenne, Wyo., 
who, officers explained, was his aunt 
by marriage. 

The nots contained a $10 gold piece 
and a heavy, man’s ring set with a 
large,-dark stone. It assured Mrs, Cain 
that Clardy, the writer, loved hér as no 
one else ever could. It closed by ex- 
pressing hope that she would live a 
“happy life,” 

The note also requested that Earl 
Lewis, of the Memorial hospital, Chey- 
enne, be advised of what had occurred. 
Further it requested his body be sent 
to his home in Placid, Tex., and that 
he be buried beside his mother there. 
His father, Samuel Clardy, according to 
officers, lives in Placid. 

Accompanied by an attorney, L. R. 
Ludwig, of Lima, Ohio, according to 
officers, Clardy called at the home in 
Aurora Hills Friday and again Satur- 
day. 

Officers. expressed the belief that he 
intended to kill Mrs. Cain and then to 
kill himself. They pointed out that the 
automatic revolver@was. loaded,to ca- 
pacity. The note he left, however, gave 
no evidence of such an intention. 

The body was taken to the wnder- 
taking establishment of C. J. Ives, in 
Clarendon, where Coroner H. B. Swain 
pronounced death due to suicide. 

Miss Becker, officers said, saw Clardy 
walk upon the porch and ring the bell, 
She saw him walk away, it was said, 
and immediately afterward heard one 
shot. Mrs. Cane was in the house at 
the time. : 

Clardy, according to officers, came to 
Washington Friday and registered here 
at the Driscoll hotel. 

Mrs. Cain according to officers, came 
to Washington about three.months ago 
and obtained employment as a stenog- 
rapher, She, with her daughger Hazel, 
went to live with Miss Becker, who, it 
was said, was an old “school chum.” 

Three letters from Mrs. Cain were 
f.und in Clardy’s pockets. They were 
well written in a clear, legible hand, 
and were signed “Aunt Olive.” One of 
the letters closed with “Sincerely” and 
another with “Love.” Each of fhe 
letters expressed concern over Clardy’s 
prospects, and by the references they 
contained indicated that Mrs. Cane was 
acquainted with a number of people in 
this section. 

Clardy, according to officers, worked 
on his uncle’s ranch near Cheyenne. 
The note which was scrawled in an 
almost illegible hand, asserted that Miss 
Becker was the cause of a change in 
Mrs. gain's attitude toward him.

Widow Will Face Her Own 
Lawyer and Attack of 
Prosecution. 


SALESMAN WEAKENS 
UNDER TRIAL ORDEAL 


He Will Tell of Being Lured 
to the Scene by 
Woman. 


New York, May 1 (By A. P.).—This 
week will see both the defendants of 
the Snyder murder trial on the witness 
stand, each one pointing at the other 
and saying: 

“IT am innocent; there is the mur- 
derer of Albert Snyder.” 

Mrs. Ruth Snyder, blonde widow of 
the victim, took the stand Friday in 
an attempt to shift what the State 
asserts is her share of the blame for 
the killing of her husband from her 
own erect shoulders to the bowed back 
of her little corset salesman paramour, 
‘Henry Judd Gray. 

When court adjourned for the week- 
end she had not completed her direct 
examination. She will be recalled as 
the first witness at the opening session 
of the trial’s third week. 

As soon as her own lawyer, Edgar 
FP. Hazelton, has led her gently through 
her recital of what she alleges to be 
the true story of the crime, she will 
have to submit to the verbal attacks 
of the prosecution. 


Full Denial Expected. 


When Mrs. Snyder has been released 
at last’ from this ordeal and character 
witnesses have testified to her stand- 
ing in the,community, then her place 
in. the witness chair will be taken by 
the corset salesman. He is expected to 
deny her story in every detail and re- 
tell it to paint her as a “serpent wom- 
an” in whose toils he was a helpless 
puppet. 

The story of Mrs. Snyder in brief was 
that Gray, for love of whom she had 
violated her marriage laws, conceived 
the idea of killing her husband to ob- 
tain insurance of which she was the 
benéficiary, and that he carried the 
plan to completion single handed and 
over her strenuous objections. 

She said she lied to detectives inves- 
tigating the crime and told them her 
husband had been killed by burglars 
because she was in “mortal fear” of her 
lover, who had threatened to kill her 
if she did not protect him. 


Feared for Her Life. 


“T had seen him murder my hus- 
band,” she cried in*a harsh wail, “and 
I had every reason to believe that if I 
did not obey his commands he would 
finish me off, too.” 

How Gray may endure the ordeal of 
the witness stand is a matter of wide 
conjecture. Since the trial began he 
has sat slumped in his seat, chin on 
hand and eyes riveted on the floor 60 
that only his curly black hair was 
visible to the spectators. 

His story, if from some hidden source 
he can command the energy to tell it, 
will be that the murder plan was en- 
tirely Mrs. Snyder’s; that he was “put 
in a whirl” by her tumultous love mak- 
ing and was forced against his will to 
be present when the crime was com- 
mitted. He is expected to admit strik- 
ing the first, and almost harmless blow, 
but to assert that after that the mur- 
der was done, coldly, brutally and de- 
liberately, by Mrs. Snyder. 


Search for 3 Killed 
In Plane Fruitless 


Norfolk, Va., May 1 (By A. P.).—The 
waters of Chesapeake bay have failed 
to give up any more bodies of the four 
naval airmen who were killed off New 
Point by a bolt of lightning Friday 
while en route to Hampton Rodds from 
Philadelphia.

ENDS LIFE WITH KNIFE 


Dr. Willis Linn, Long in Il 
Health, Once Officer 
in Constabulary. 


WED NURSE DURING TRIAL 


Garrison, Ky., May 1 (By A. P.).— 
Dr. Willis Linn; 37, formerly of New 
York, died here today from a self-in- 
flicted knife wound. 

His wife, and a neighbor, Howard 
Behimer, were in the same room when 


Dr, Linn displayed the knife, but before 
they could interfere he had inflicted a 
wound in his throat. 

A coroner’s examination this after- 
noon resulted in a suicide verdict. 

Dr. Linn came here six months ago 
from New York. His death was at- 
tributed by members of his family to 
continual ill health. 

Rochester, N. Y:, May 1 (By A. P.).— 
Dr. Willis Linn’s death at Garrison, Ky., 
today, recalled several chapters in his 
career, first as commander of Troop A, 
New York State constabulary, an or- 
ganization which he helped to form, 
and later as a practising physician in 
Binghamton: 

Known at one time as the “best 
looking soldier in America,” Dr. Linn 
became commander of Troop A at Ba- 
tavia shortly after the constabulary 
was formed in-1917. Charges against 
his personal conduct resulted in his 
dismissal by Goy. Smith in 1919. Dr. 
Linn denied the charges. 

Returning to the practice of medi- 
cine in Brockport and Avon, Dr. Linn, 
in 1924, faced charges by his former 
nurse, Miss Mildred Westbrook, of vio- 
lation of the Mann act. She claimed 
that after a “faked” marriage she and 
Dr. Linn took a honeymoon tour of the 
South. During the trial in Washing- 
ton, they suddenly eloped to Montrose, 
Pa., and were married. 

After living in Binghamton for about 
@ year, Dr. Linn was shot through the 
arm. He accused his wife of shooting 
him. A grand jury failed to indict the 
former Mildred Westbrook, who main- 
tained that he shot himself.with the 
intention of fixing the blame on her. 
Since then he had dropped from sight.

FARMS IN EVERGLADES 
PREDICTED BY MAPPER 


Tracts Could Be Cultivated, 
Flier Reports to War 
~ Department. 


NOT BIG SWAMP, HE SAYS 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Evidence of existence in the Florida 
Everglades of tracts: which could be 
cultivated is reported by Lieut. Guy 
Kirksey, army air corps, on duty at 
Langley field, Va., who has just com- 
pleted a six weeks’ aerial mapping 
project in cooperation with the coast 
and geodetic survey on both coasts of 
southern Florida. 


“The popular conception of the Ever- 
glades as a vast, impenetrable swamp 
is wrong,” Lieut. Kirksey réported to 
the War Department. “When facilities 
for ingress and egress have heen pro- 
vided, no doubt much of the country 
will be subject to cultivation, particu- 
larly where drainage is feasible.” 

The flights. were made during dry 
weather, and the air officer said he 
saw numerous spots of high ground 
in the Everglades which he doubted 
ever had been seen by white men. 
The southern part of the Everglades, 
south of the town of that name, is 
devoid of human occupants, so far as 
the airplane observations could disclose. 

Kirksey’s photographic records com- 
prise a map of the coast line from 
Jupiter inlet to Miami Beach; from 10 
miles north of ‘Cape Sable to Marco, 
and from Cape Romano to a point 15 
miles north of Naples, and thence to 
the mouth of the Caloosahatchee river. 
The pictures were taken from altitudes 
of from 8,000 to 10,000 feet.

The mahogany box of the prophetess, 
who had a large following on her death 
in 1814. is in the possession of Harry 
Price, secretary of the Nationa] Labora- 
tory of Psychical Research, and it will 
be opened if all other tests fail. 

Mr. Price has invited 20 leading me- 
diums, Conan Doyle, Sir Oliver Lodge 
and others interested in a psychical re- 
search to aid in solving the long-stand- 
ing puzzle of the contents of the box 
which -have attracted much attention 
at intervals for more than 100 years. 

Tradition has it that when Joanna, 
who was a domestic servant and later 
became a religious fanatic, died, she 
turned a mysterious box over to Rebec- 
ca Pengarth, her sole companion, who 
solemnly promised it never would be 
opened except in a national crisis and 
in the presence of 24 bishops, 

Rebecca married John Morgan and 
bequeathed the box to her son John, 
who was a gardener for a Devonshire 
family. On his deathbed John turned 
the box over to his employer asking 
him to follow out Joanna's wishes. 
His last words were “Don’t forget the 
bishops.” 

The Devonshire man now has gone 
to Africa and has turned the box over 
to Mr. Price. 

Prior to the X-ray tests, the box 
will be subjected to seances and medi- 
ums will “psychometrize” around it and 
then write théir impressions of what 
is inside. After this the box wyill be

Kept in Order by 
Organization. 


‘New York, May 1 (By A. P.).—New 
York society leaders expect to train 
their own household employes and 
clevate domestic seryice to the dignity 
of a profession. 

Scientific Housekeeping, Inc., a co- 
operative organization formed ‘by a 
group of society matrons, every one of 
whom is listed in the social register, is 
the medium through which the effort 
will be made. 

Mrs, Richard Boardman has been 
eiectel president, Mrs. Henry 3. Pat- 
terson, vice president; Mrs. Vinto 
Freedly, seeretary, and Mrs, Seth M. 
Milliken, treasurer. Tho -directors will 
be Mrs. Henry (. Bartol, Miss Eva T. 
McAdoo, Mrs. Francis. Carter Wood, 


Mrs. Charles Arthur Richards, Mrs. 
Robert 8S. Walker, Mrs. Morrill God- 
dard and Mrs. Langdon Geer and Mrs. 
James D. Pell, honorary directors. 

A test kitchen and training school 
will be maintained where all domestic 
workers will be required to qualify be- 
fore they are declared eligible for serv- 
ice, This school will be established at 
Mrs. Boardman’s home. 


To Be Catled “Miss.” 


Under the scheme each domestic em- 
ploye will be “miss” to her employers 
and members of the household. “We 
are convinced that the solution of the 
domestic problem lies in giving em- 
ployes a recognized rank and stand- 
ing with other workers,” said Mrs. 
Boardman. 

“The domestic worker of the future 
will be strictly a professional worker. 
She will be expected, as-a result of 
the tralning she will receive, to ap- 
proach as closely as possible to per- 
fection in personal appearance and de- 
portment and efficiency of* service. 

“On the other hand, she will have 
recognized standing, work no more than 
nine hours per day, with a fixed scale 
of pay for overtime, and will live and 
take her meals out, unless other ar- 
rangements are made, in which event 
she will pay the head of the house an 
agreed-upon sum for her board and 
lodging. In other words, she will live 
exactly like her sisters in offices, stores 
and elsewhere.” 


To Care for Details. 


“Once a cook, waitress or maid,.or an 
entire staff of domestic employes has 
been engaged,” Mrs. Boardman pointed 
out, “we will do the rest. Our super- 
visors will oversee the work of the 
staff, look after the proper uniforms, 
keep an eye on expenditures in the 
kitchen and adjust all differences that 
nay arise between the head of the 
home and her employes. We will even 
pay the staff, if desired, and render, 
a bill at the end of the month.” 

Scientific housekeeping is prepared 
to look after the needs of bachelors, 
Mrs. Boardman said, taking a dupli- 
cate key to apartments and seeing that 
they are kept in order. 

Its services will not be restricted, to 
those who are in the social register. 
Any one who is willing to subscribe to 
the rules and pay the membership fees 
which will be assessed to bear the ex- 
pense of the training school and test 
kitchen and the general upkeep of 
the staff may avail themselves of the 
service.

the Cantonese. On this account Japan is fear- 
ful that the Chinese may take advantage of the 
SPessreement among the powers. 

Shanghai appears to be a hotbed of intrigue 
in behalf of aggressive action by all the powers 
against China. Americans at Shanghai seem 

be as imperialistic as any other foreigners. 

eWe shall lose prestige if we do not back up 
our demands by force,’’ writes an Amfbrican 
naval officer. ‘‘Force is the only aegument 
that the Chinese understand or respect. Con- 
ciliatory measures offered by us are accepted 
by them as admission of weakness.” 
~ President Coolidge last week outlined 
American policy in a few words. He expressed 
the sympathy of Americans for the movement 
that aims at the achievement of independence 
and good government in China. He declared 
that the sole purpose of American war vessels 
and marines in China was to protect Americans. 
+ Notwithstanding the appeals and arguments 
of foreign governments and interests, which 
attempt to show that the United States ought 
fo cooperate with other powers and exercise 
—eoercion against China in order to protect 
foreign interests, the American people stand 
solidly behind President Coolidge in his deter- 
mination to avoid a clash with any Chinese 
party or government. The foreign powers and 
the Shanghai commercial interests believe that 
vigorous intervention will cause the Chinese 
to restore foreign property and respect foreign 
lives. These foreigners apparently do not at- 
tach any weight to'the fact that China is en- 
gaged in civil war and can not be expected to 
furn its attention wholly to the protection of 
foreign interests. The United States, on the 
other hand, is disposed to make allowance for 
€@hina’s distracted condition, and is confident 
that patient, friendly forbearance now will re- 
pr in full compensation and firm friendship 
fater, when China is in a position to treat with 


foreign nations. 
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‘In spite of personal and party intrigues in 
China, the movement toward the establishment 
“of a responsible general government is making 
progress. The American method of dealing 
With the situation is more far-sighted than the 
method adopted by some foreign governments. 
Foreign intervention would merely solidify 
Chinese sentiment against all foreigners, and 
the difficulties in establishing satisfactory re- 
Jations after the present civil war would be 
greatly increased.

MASTERING THE MISSISSIPPI. 


There is grave apprehension that the worst 
of the’ Mississippi flood is yet to come. The 
levees along the lower stretches of the river 
are yet to be tested by the crest of the flood, 
At Vicksburg the new flood mark is one foot. 
above the highest previous record. Human. 
beings, like ants, are working on the levees, 
striving to raise and strengthen them. 

The call for help rises above the roar of 
the waters. The Red Cross must vastly amplify 
its original plans as new regions are flooded 
and the populations overwhelmed. The public 
must give quickly if lite is to be saved and 
suffering alleviated. It is a national. emer- 
gency, ranking in disastrous effects with the 
worst calamities of history. Every citizen 
should feel in this appalling situation that he 
must contribute something to the relief of his 
fellow citizens who are in the grasp of merci- 
less forces. 

Secretary Hoover and Maj. Gen. Jadwin, 
chief of engineers, have joined in a statement 
that calls nation-wide attention to the Missis- 
sippi flood problem. They hold that permanent 
relief may be delayed by excursions into im- 
practical plans for catching flood waters befors 
they reach the Mississippi. The only sure 
method of controlling the river between Cairo 
and New Orleans, in their opinion, is by build- 
ing higher and stronger levees and by afford- 
ing a better outlet to the gulf by spillways 
below New Orleans. The building of reser- 
voirs in the upper tributaries of the Mississippi 
would be useful for power and to prevent 
local floods, but would not prevent the flood- 
ing of the country below Cairo, because the 
rainfall in the river basin causes these floods. 
Reservoirs constructed below Cairo, according 
to Mr. Hoover and Gen. Jadwin, would cover 
as much fertile territory as that saved by 
their construction. 

_ The opinion expressed by Mr. Hoover and 
Gen, Jadwin commands respect, but their 
reference to the comparative ineffectiveness of 
storage reservoirs on tributaries as a means of 
controlling the Mississippi will be challenged— 
by many engineers. It stands to reason that 
the Mississippi would be easier to control if 
it were not swollen by, tremendous volumes 
from the Des Moines, Illinois, Missouri, Ohio, 
Cumberland, Tennessee, Arkansas, Red and 
other rivers. The Mississippi would be smaller 
than some of its tributaries if all of them were 
separated from it. Few will deny that if the 
Ohio, Cumberland and Tennessee rivers were 
now in flood the city of New Qrleans would 
be destroyed. | | 

The problem of power development is in- 
separably connected with the problem of flood 
control of the Mississippi. If the great tribu- 
taries are to be held back by reservoirs, mil- 
lions of horsepower will be made available. 
Statesmanship.is required to work out a plan 
that will make this water power pay for the 
cost of controlling the Mississippi. Pri- 
vate enterprise, properly regulated, would 
doubtless be most effective in providing capi- 
tal and constructing the vast works that would 
be necessary.- Experience has shown that if 
the government itself should construct and at- 
tempt to operate power plants it would en- 
counter baffling if not fatal difficulties. ‘‘Mus- 
cle Shoals” is the ominous phrase that warns 
believers in government ownership and opera- 
tion of water power plants to count the cost 
of that method. 


SIX YEARS’ STUDY. 


In recommending to the President an in- 
crease in the number of midshipmen at the 
Annapolis Academy from 1,600 to 2,400 the 
board of visitors really suggests that the term 
of study be extended from four to six years, 
and the suggestion seems worthy of serious 
consideration. 

At present all middies who attend the 
classes for four years without being ‘‘bilged’’ 
are given commissions as ensigns if they suc- 
cessfully pass the final examinations. The 
board recommends that instead of being 
permanently commissioned immediately after 
graduation the graduates be given probationary 
commissions for two years. With these com- 
missions it is proposed that the middies have 
two years of sea duty immediately. At the 
end of that trick of duty they would be again 
examined as to the knowledge necessary for a 
modern officer, and if found capable they 
would then be giveh permanent commissions. 

By increasing the number of students at the 
academy it will be possible to select more 
carefully those who are eventually to command 
the ships of the navy. The probationary ap- 
pointments will aid in weeding out those boys 
who, while qualified from an academic stand- 
point, may be lacking in the qualifications 
essential to efficient service on the ships of 
the fleet. 

The modern man of war is a complicated 
machine and the man who commands one of 
them today must be able to do much more 
than| “hand, reef, and steer,” which was the

A mystery of authorship, which remained 
unsolved for 180 years, enshrouded the work 
known as ‘“‘Barnabae Itinerarium, or Barna- 
bee’s Journey,” which appeared for the first 
time in 1638 under the pseudonym “Corym- 
baeus,.’” This was a facetious but somewhat 
aimless book, written in rhymed Latin, with a 
translation into corresponding English doggerel 
verse. One of its best known stanzas is:

It seems to be a real touch of the irony of 
fate that a man who was so sedulous in the 
inculcation of temperance and in the practice 
of it should have for so long been regarded by 
his fellow countrymen as answering to the 
description of ‘‘Drunken: Barnaby.” 


SAFE AIRCRAFT CONTEST. 


At a dinner given to leaders in American 
aviation in New York city several nights ago, 
Harry F. Guggenheim, president of the Gug- 
genheim fund for the promotion of aergnautics, 
announced a new competition for performance 
in the air. Unlike other prizes offered for spec- 
tacular accomplishment of one sort or another, 
the award has been offered in the interests of 
safety. A first prize of $100,000 will be given 
to the plane which wins the maximum number 
of points in a series of tests to be conducted 
during the next two years. Five additional 
prizes of $10,000 each will be given to the first 
five planes, in the order of their entry, which 
succeed in passing the minimum requirement of 
all tests for safety in maneuverability. 

Just as much of the progress made so far in 
the science of aviation has been spurred on by 
competition of various sorts, the Guggenhe!m 
fund undoubtedly will stimulate the develop- 
ment of safe planes and safe flying. Reports 
have recently been published of a seaplane so 
constructed that when the pilotabecomes in- 
capacitated an automatic device comes into 
play which guides the plane safely to the sur- 
face of the water and effects a perfect land- 
ing. This development constitutes an impor- 
tant step in the creation of the “fool-proof” 

plane, a uggenheim contest undoubted- 
jew stimelete \other similar. accomplish- 
ments. 

The competition also will have a favorable 
effect on the creation of an air-confident pub- 
lic. With a large number of planes participat- 
ing in tests to prove their safety and reliability, 
their performances duly chronicled in the daily 
press, the public unconsciously will absorb a 
spirit of confidence. Eventually this upbuild- 
ing of public confidence alone will be worth 
many times the value of the prizes. The safe 
aircraft competition bids fair to be the most 
significant and valuable contest ever entered 
Into by American aviation interests. 


PECULIAR CASE OF PEROVICH. 


The United States Supreme Court today will 
take up for hearing one of the most remark- 
able cases ever submitted to that tribunal. 
The court is requested to decide as to the 
power of the President: to commute the death 
sentence of a convict without that convict’s 
consent. In 1905, one Vuco Perovich, now a 
barber in Rochester, N. Y., was convicted of 
murder in Alaska. On a writ of error to the 
Supreme Court the judgment was affirmed 
two years later, and hetween the date of that 
affirmation and June, 1909, several applica- 
tions were made in his behalf asking that 
sentence be commuted. In June of that year, 
President Wilson commuted the sentence to 
imprisonment for life, the sentence to be 
served “in a penitentiary to be designated by 
the Attorney General.” 

Perovich was first confined at McNeill 
Island penitentiary, and later was transferred 
to Leavenworth. Nine years ago he made an 
application for pardon. Then, in 1925, he ap- 
plied to the United States district court in 
Kansas for a writ of habeas corpus on the 
ground that he had been illegally removed 
from the jail in Fairbanks, Alaska, to. the 
penitentiary at McNeill island, and that his 
removal to Leavenworth prison was witho.t 
legal authority. 

The district court in Kansas granted the 
writ of habeas corpus, and in releasing him 
held that the order of the President, in chang- 
ing the nature of the petitioner’s punishment 
from death to life imprisonment was without 
authority of law, and also that Perovich never 
accepted the commutation from death to im- 
prisonment for life. 

On account of these issues the circuit court 
of appeals for the Eighth circuit, to which the 
Department of Justice had appealed, instead of 
passing upon the appeal submitted to the 
United States Supreme Court the following 
questions: 

1. Did the President have authority to 
commute the sentence of Perovich from 
death-to life imprisonment? If the answer 
to question 1 is in the negative, then we 
ask: 2. Can the document above set forth, 
signed by the President, be legally consid- 
ered a conditional pardon? If the answer 
to question 2 is in the affirmative, then we 
ask: 3. Was express acceptance by Pero- 
vich of the conditional pardon necessary 
to its validity? 

The United States Attorney General, in the 
“The questions 
presented are whether the President may, 
without the consent of the convict, who had 
been sentenced to death, change his sentence 
to life imprisonment; and, if not, -whether 
consent must be expressed by the prisoner at 
the time of commutation, or whether it may 
be presumed or implied from a failure to ob- 
ject at the time, or through long service of 
the life sentence.”

Perovich, who has operated a barber 
shop in Rochester, N. Y., since his 
release from the Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary last year, obtained freedom on a 
writ of habeas corpus in the Kansas 
Federal court on the contention that 
the President had no authority to 

change his sentence from death to life 
imprisonment, and that Perovich had 
never accepted commutation. 

“The rule that a convict may reject 
an absolute pardon places too much 
emphasis on his personal choice and 
not enough on the paramount public 
interest involved,” the Department of 
Justice argues. “The idea that a con- 
vict sentenced to death may insist on 
execution and that the executive act- 
ing in the public interest may not 
pardon without the prisoner’s consent, 
or that a convict sentenced to life im- 
prisonment has the right to insist on 
staying in prison and refuse a _ dis- 
charge by absolute pardon but may be 
forced out of prison by commutation 
seems without support in reason.” 

The case comes before the Supreme 
Court on submission by the circuit 
court of appeals for the eighth circuit. 
The issues are whether the President 
had authority to commute the sen- 
tence; if not, whether the pardon could 
be considered a conditional pardon, and 
if so whether express acceptance by 
Perovich was necessary to its validity.

If the foot is encased 
in a narrow shoe the bell of the foot 
can not spread, and the toes can not 
do their little stunt of grasping the 
ground, or trying to do so. 

A foot that is corseted in at the 
front so that it can not spread be- 
comes sore. To ayoid the soreness and 
pein the wearer of tight shoes walks 
with his toes turned out. Coun says: 
“He walks like a duck.” As a switm- 
mer and as a filer, a duck fills the bill, 
but as a walker he scores low. 


The next step after turned out foot is 
flat foot. To remed- this condition he 
proceeds as follows: The paticnt gets * 
pair of broad, comfortable shoes. They 
must be broad enough in the front to 

rmit the bell of the foot to spread. 

e then has thet peir of shoes equipped 
wih a rubber heel of a special design 
This he calle the extension heel. On 
the instep side of the foot the heel is 
prolonged forward as an instep support 
| It reaches forward to a point midway 
between the ball of the foot and the 
beck of the heel. This inside prolonga- 
tion of the heel is one-aixteenth of an 
| inch higher then the outelde of the heel. 
If this is to last any time the heel and 
tts prolongation must be made of dur- 
| able moterial. The patient wears this 
shoe intermittingly for two or three 
weeks. After that time he will have been 
| trained to it, and he can wear it stead- 
| ily. What's the principle? 
| The high ridge on the heel tends to 
roll the boot outward.

THE DOUBLE CHIN. 


HIS is not a new subject for the 

] column, but it is one upon which 
1 am constantly receiving in- 
quiries. I hope that all those who re- 
cently have asked me for advice on this 
subject will read this article and con- 
sider their letters answered Some- 
times, particularly, In a young person, 
a double chin is a direct result of bad 

- posture. Make an effort, even if it has 
to be a very conscious one, to carry the 
head erect and keep the chin in. 


Never allow the chin to sink forward | 


on the chest while sitting. 

Massage is excellent for restoring 
the contour of the face, and when self- 
administered is not likely to do the 
chin any harm, although it might not 
be best for the whole face. It is well 
to use a cream, which may be of the 
reducing type if one wislies. Start at 
’ the point of the chin and rub rather 
vigorously downward toward the base 
of the neck Follow this with side 
strokes from the chin downward 
toward the base of the neck below the 
ears. Finish with applications of cold 
water and vigorous patting with a fair- 
ly strong astringent lotion. 

There are also certain exercises that 
are excellent for overcoming a double 
chin. One consists of tensing the mus- 
cles of the neck and then thrusting 
the chin sharply forward and back 
Another helpful exercise can be per- 
formed by stretching the head upward 
as far as it will go; keeping it in this 
position, bend the whole body from 
the hips as far downward as possible.

AS ENGINE HOISTS TOP 


104-Year-Old Elephant Earns 


Keep Pushing Wagons and 
Pulling Ropes. 


Washington in automobiles, in street 
cars and on foot yesterday began its 
annual pilgrimage to the land of ro- 
mance and childhood memories that is 
the circus, and throughout a bright, 
spring day poured by the thousands 
into the Camp Meigs circus grounds at 
Fifth street and Florida avenue north- 


east to get its foretaste of the thrills 
promised for today and tomorrow by 
the Hagenbeck-Wallace circus. 

Kindly old ladies leaning on the arms 
of escorts and bright-eyed and smiling 
babies in baby carriages who took in 
the spectacle of a circus golng up on 
the lot with the same interested com- 
placence they regard most pleasant 
things, men, women and children whose 
pocketbooks permitted limousines and 
liveried chauffeurs, and men, women 
and children whose dusty shoes denied 
their ownership of such luxury, made 
up the goodly portion of the city which 
visited the lot to welcome the American 
harbinger of spring. 

Parking space for automobiles was 
at a premium for many blocks in the 
neighborhood and a special detail of 
policemen was busy throughout the day 
keeping traffic flowing in an orderly 
fashion and impressing on street car 
motorman and motorist that the pe- 
destrian was a king for a day in the 
vicinity of the circus lot at least. Early 
yesterday afternoon police and circus 
men estimated more than 20,000 per- 
sons had visited the lot. 


One Accident Occurs. | 


Only one accident marred the day, 
and so far as that portion of the public 
which knew about it was concerned, 
the accident but added to the thrill of 
the occasion. Jack Davey, 27 years old, 
of Peru, Ind., the winter home of the 


Hagenbeck-Wallace circus, was clean- 
ing the wheels of the cage of Rosie, big 
Bengal tiger, when a “floor board 
dropped and startled the great cat from 
her sleep. She jumped and struck with 
her paw, and Mr. Davey had lost a part 
of his scalp through which Rosie’s claws 
had scratched. 

His injury was not serious, however, 
and he was taken to Casualty hospital 
where his wound was dressed and he 
returned to the circus lot, and he and 
Rosie resumed their former relation- 
ship, with most of the crowd in ignor- 
ance of the thrill they had missed. 

But the old days have gone. Instead 
of the eight men who gathered about 
a tent. stake and drove it deep into the. 
ground with. blows of sledge hammers 
delivered accurately in turn with the 
sound of a machine gun, the Hagen- 
beck-Wallace show has an engine which 
does the work of the eight in about 
half the time. 

The “big top,” of which circus people 
speak as churchmen speak of the cathe- 
dral, was raised by machinery also, re- 
placing the long lines of “razorbacks”’ 
who formerly were needed to raise the 
main tent. 

“Lizzie,” the 104-year-old leader of 
the circus elephant. herd, *arned her 
keep to the enjoyment of the crowds 
who stood about and commented vari- 
ously as she pulled on ropes and pushed 


| against wagons, helping to get every- 


thing in readiness for the first perform- 
ance at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 


1,000 Performers in. Circus. 


The circus, with its 1,000 men and 
women performers, razorbacks, rough- 
necks, skinners, and all the other divi- 
sions. of the “working departments,” 
ticket takers, freaks, and its 200 ani- 
mals and scores of tke inevitable red 
and gilt wagons, arrived in Washing- 
ton. from Cumberland at 4:30 o’clock 
in the morning, and the task of un- 
loading was begun immediately, with 
the cook tent the first thing unloaded 


and set up. The entire circus can be 


unloaded and a performance begun 
within five hours after the trains car- 
rying it stop. Yesterday, however, the 
task of preparation was gone about 
more leisurely and more thoroughly. 
Several of the wagons still had the 
mud which tkey gathered in the 
course Of a Cumberland rainstorm, 
and these were scoured and made spic 
and span as befitted the wagons of a 
circus which opened the annual sea- 
son in the National Capital. 

Mrs. Coolidge is expected to attend 
the circus this afternoon and the Pres- 
ident may accompany her, but that is 
not certain. Tonight Washington so- 
ciety, officialdom and the diplomatic 
corps will attend as the guests of the 
circus management. Two performances 
will be given today, at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon and 8 o’clock at night, and 
the same program is to be repeated to- 
morrow.

Rev. James E. Freeman, Bishop of 
Washington, in & sermon yesterday 
afternoon in Bethlehem chapel of Wash- 
ington cathedral in commemoration of 
the twenty-ninth anniversary of the 
battle of Manila. 

Many naval officers and representa- 
tives of patriotic organizations were 
present at the choral evensong when 
the bishop spoke. The service was 
broadcast by radio over WRC. Several 
wreaths were placed on the tomb of 
Admiral Dewey in Bethlehem chapel 
by patriotic groups. Special hymns and 
prayers in commemoration of Admiral 
Dewey were features of the evensong 
which was conducted by the Rev. 
William L. DeVries, chancellor of Wash- 
ington cathedral. The offering at the 
evensong was for the flood sufferers in 
the Mississippi valley. 

Bishop Freeman told of the thou- 
sands of Americans who come yearly 
to Washington cathedral to stand at 
the tomb of Admiral Dewey and said 
that the cathedral was coming to be in 
this regard what Westminster Abbey 
is to England. Speaking cf Admiral 
Dewey’s connection with Washington 
cathedral in his lifetime, the bishop 
said. he had been one of its early 
trustees and always looked forward 
with eagerness to the day of its com- 
pletion.
